The Library Committee presents the following Report of iU pro- 
ceedings for the yachting year, ending February ii, 1897. 

The following account of the contents of the library is offered for 
the information of members. 

YACHTING. 

This collection is composed very largely of sporting, aquatic, nau* 
tical, and other periodicals, and English and American yacht registers. 
It embraces in bound volumes : 

The New York Herald, as a yachting and shipping daily. 

Spirit 0/ the Times, from 1872 to date. 

Forest and Streamy from 1873 ^o date. 

London Field, from 1877 to date. 

Outing, from its inception in 1888. 

Nautical Magazine, 1855 to 1858. Complete and very scarce. 

Aquatic Monthly, 1873 to 1875. Complete and rare. 

Several other old magazines on nautical subjects, now very rare — 
about eight large folios. 

The yachtsman, incomplete down to 1894, but after that com- 
plete. Back numbers prior to April, 1894, are requested. 

The Rudder, beginning with 1895. 

Burgee and Pennant, complete, and its successor. Yachting. 

Yachting World, from its inception in 1894. 

Hunt's Yachting Magazine, from 1852 to 1887, complete. 

Kemp's Racing Calendar, from 1888 to 1896, but we regret to 
report that news just received from London reports the discontinuance 
of this periodical. 

Hunt's Universal Yacht List, from 1849 to date — ^a few early num- 
bers missing. 

** Who Won," from its inception in 1886, to date. 
Fox's American Yacht List for 1872. There was no issue between 
187a and 1873; continued by Neils Olsen in 1874-1875; none be- 
tween 1876 and 1880; then continued by Mr. Olsen from 1881 to 
1886, and from 1887 to date merged into Manning's American 
Yacht List 
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The "Club Scrap Book, "kept by the Superintendent from 1871 to 
date, has attained its twenty-seventh volume, while volume I, kept by 
the Messrs. Major, takes us back to 1853. Volume 28 is complete 
np to January i, 1897, and will be ready for the binder in a short 
time. 

Committee Reports, as made from year to year, are all bound 
np to 1896, and many other works relating to yachting have been 
indexed and placed on the yachting shelves. 

YACHT PHOTOGRAPHS. 

There are in the Club, framed, and in the Qub Albums, over 900 

photographs of yachts and men-of-war, of which a new index has been 

prepared, each picture showing the size of the vessel, designer's name, 

and year of her launching. Whenever obtainable, her racing record 

is noted. 

SHIP-BUILDING. 

In Naval Architecture, besides the Annual Reports of the Bureau 
of Construction, and the Reports of the Bureau of Information of our 
Navy Department, Brassey's and Lloyds' Annuals, the complete col- 
lections of the Societies of English and American Naval Architects, 
and some French works, the Club owns the works of Bland, Chapman, 
Chadwick, Grantham, GrifiGlth, Kemp, Kipping, Kelly, [J. D. J.] 
Kunhardt, Lindsay, Leask, Murray, Moorsom, Reed, Preble, J. Scott 
Russell, Rankine, Stuart, Seaton, White and Wright, and the American 
Shipbuilder. Many leading articles on the subject of Naval Archi- 
tecture have been noted in the magazines and periodicals pertinent to 
this subject and set forth in the Special Index on Ship-Building. A few 
elementary works on Electricity and Magnetism, such as Joubert 
Foster and Atkinson, have been added to this division of the Library. 

NAVIGATION AND SEAMANSHIP. 

In NaoigoHon and Seamanship, the Committee has made extensive 
and expensive additions, including works on Astronomy. 

A small collection of laws and legal works relating to Navigation, 
such as the United States Statutes, Hautefeuille, Professors Woolsey 
and Snow, Frederic Coudert and Wharton's Treatise on International 
Law, begin the collection, followed by works on Navigation by Bergen, 
Bowditch, Barrett, Coffin, Greenwood, Henderson, Luce, Lecky, 
Nares, Norie, New House, Piatt, Patterson, Raper, Riddle, Rosser, 
Sumner, including the New Tables of his method, and Sigsbee's new 
graphical method, Thoms* new edition and Vanderdecken's ''Yacht 
Sailor." To these should be added several works on canoeing, small 
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boat and yacht sailing, Chambers' and Proctor's works on Astronomy, 
and an Astronomical Atlas. 

As hamfy dooks, sea terms and vocabularies we possess Dana, Delbos, 
Hamersley, Lescallier, Russell, Paasch and Smyth, giving, in addition 
to our general dictionaries, sea terms in English, German and French. 

There are works on Shipping to be added to this list, and the col- 
lection of Reports of the Bureau of Navigation, the Lighthouse Board 
and List of American Registered and Enrolled Vessels covers a long 
period back well into the seventies. Lake Ship- Building is included. 
Signal Code books are complete up to date. 

There are in the Chart Tables 297 charts: both Deep Sea and Har- 
bors, Sailing directions around the world in Findlay s Directories, 
the Mediterranean Pilot, presented us this year by Mr. Lloyd Phoenix, 
and the usual Atlantic Coast Pilots of the government, Eldridge 
Blunt, etc., are also in the Club. 

STEAM MECHANICS AND ENGINEERING. 

With reference to Steam Engineering and Mechanics, the Club 
owns the complete collection of the Transactions of the American 
Society of Mechanical Engineers, now in its 1 7th volume, and the 
works of Auchincloss, Chapman, Craig, Ridgeley Hunt, Holmes, 
Howell, J. D. J. Kelly, Kunstader, Le Van, Preble, J. Fairman 
Rogers, Robinson, Stanton, Stuart, Shaw, Turnbull and Ward. The 
Mechanical Dictionaries of Knight, and Haswell and Macrow's tables 
for calculations, and several works on the History of steam navigation, 
the annual report of the Western Society of Engineers, an exchange 
sent us, the Gazette of the Patent Office, showing new inventions, 
complete our collection on steam and mechanics, except a few 
works not strictly nautical, but relating to engineering science, which 
have been presented to the Club and are valuable. 

Some twenty pamphlets on ship-building, steam, etc., remain 
unbound, awaiting additions so as to be classified, indexed and 
finally placed in more permanent form. 

SPORTS AND PASTIMES. 

In Sports and Pastimes it has been deemed sufficient to keep up 
the collection of Badminton, supplemented by the Badminton 
Magazine and a few works on chess, cards, etc. The bound volumes 
of periodicals like the Spirit of the Times ^ Forest and Stream, London 
Field and Outing seem to supply sufficient information for sports out-- 
side of yachting. 
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SEA TALES AND FICTION. 

This collection is very limited, contains the works of Marryatt, Sea 
Tales of Cooper, a few of Hermann Melville, some works on bucca- 
neers and pirates, shipwrecks, etc., and it is hoped that our succes- 
sors will be able to enlarge it, but, thus far, more utilitarian matters 
have engaged our attention. Whenever, however, a work of fiction of 
more than passing interest appears in the standard magazines which are 
bound, a reference to it is made in the index of sea tales and fiction. 

NAVAL WORKS. 

We own 1 30 bound volumes relating to our own navy, some 4 1 
pamphlets, 64 works relating to the British navy, and some few 
French works. The Army and Navy Journal, naval chronicles, le- 
ports of Bureau of Information, and Brassey's Annuals afford ready 
reference relating to the world's naval progress. The reports of the 
various bureaus of our own navy keep up the fund of information at 
home, while our chart tables contain the latest issues of the Hydro- 
graphic and Coast Survey Bureaus. 

GEOGRAPHY, VOYAGES, TRAVELS, ETC. 

Our works on Geography, Voyages^ Cruises and Travels are 
divided as follows: 

Early Discoveries, %6 ; Around the World, 24 ; Scientific Govern- 
ment Expeditions (modern), 17; Travels and Voyages (modern) 
America and West Indies, 81 ; Pamphlets and manuscript logs for 
same, 23 ; British Isles, 1 1 ; Asia, 9 ; Africa, 6. 

Among the notable works in this division we have added by pur- 
chase four volumes of the issues of the Hakluyt Society, Thatcher's 
Continent of America, Harrisse's John and Sebastian Cabot, Chan- 
ter's Through Jungle and Desert, and Haswell's Reminiscences of an 
Octogenarian. Several Government and State Works on Fishes and 
Fisheries have also been added. 

MAGAZINES AND ILLUSTRATED PERIODICALS. 

Several magazines, such as Harper's, Scribner's, The Century and 
North American Review, amount to sixty bound volumes. 

Li/e, Illustrated American, London News and Graphic, Vogue and 
Harper's Weekly, fifty volumes. 

They are neatly bound in the Club binding, and references are 
made in the Index to subjects of a nautical character, also to cruises, 
voyages and travels. 
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INLAND WATER-WAYS. 

Rivers and Harbors, including Geology of Coasts and Harbors, 
River and Harbor Improvements, and Canal Systems, are described 
in some eighty bound volumes. 

MAPS NOT HYDROGRAPHIC. 

A new set of Map Cases and an appropriate index, classified by 
States, nations and countries, has been arranged. 

STATISTICS. 

Some seventy volumes and pamphlets relating to statistics of com- 
merce, population, immigration, including a complete copy of the 
last United States Census, have been added. 

The collection of dictionaries, encyclopedias and ready reference 
books has been somewhat increased. 

Adhering to the limitations prescribed for the library, viz. : works 
nautical in their character, there are not quite fifty works which might 
be classed as miscellaneous — all gifts of former years. 

The thanks of the Club and the Committee are due to Lieutenant 
John A. H. Nickels, U. S. N., under the Commodore's appointment, 
for his valuable assistance and advice to our Committee. 

The books of the Club are insured for $6,250.00. 

The Committee has spent all the appropriations allowed it, viz. : 
$1,050.00. 

A list of donors and the works contributed is appended to our 
report.

Though not under its jurisdiction, the Committee takes the liberty 
of noting the gift to the Club by Admiral Erben of a model of the 
frigate Potomac, which, by our Secretary's direction, hangs in the 
model room alongside the cruiser New Fork, types of the old and new. 
while during the year a clock in the hall, presented by a member of 
the House Committee, has kept our members and the Club Commit- 
tees up to time. 
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To the Flag Officers and Members of the New York Yacbt Club : 

The Library Committee pre«^ents the following Report of its pro- 
ceedings for the year ending February lo, 1898. 

There are in the Library about 3,000 bound volumes; over 100 
pamphlets, all of them carried on the Catalogue, and as the collections 
increase they are being or will be bound. Our Books have been in- 
dexed so that they may be found on the shelves by reference to authors 
names and subjects. 

The collection is insured for $6, 200, a part of the risk attaching to 
material at the binders. 

We were allowed by the Club for our expenditures this year 
$1,000. In closing the books a balance of $2.43 remained to the 
credit of the Committee. 

ACCESSIONS. 

An almost complete set of the Club books, showing its member- 
ship, racing rules, etc., from an early date to the present, has been 
rebound and are on the Yachting shelves. A manuscript Chronolog- 
ical List of the members of the Club from its foundation has been 
added to our Index shelf. These useful additions are evidences of the 
finithful and laborious services of the Secretary of the Club. Mr. Olsen 
has brought the Club Scrap Book down to its 30th volume. He has 
also commenced a new Scrap Book devoted to Naval matters. 

Literary memorials of the deeds of members or of their vessels are 
among our accessions for 1897-98. Mr. Hugh Willoughby sent a 
blue print of his survey in the Florida Everglades ; Major Wetmore 
another of his Expedition down the Lurline River of Canada ; Paul 
E. Stevenson's Deep Water Voyage is but a forerunner of another 
work, and Mrs. Julia Langdon Barber, wife of Captain Barber of 
the Sapphire^ tells in Mediterranean Mosaics of bright spots in the 
Mediterranean ; Professor Holmes' First Volume of Archaeological 
Studies in Pre-Historic Mexico and Yucatan is practically the log of 



the Ihrna, which carried Mr. Armour's guests to those lands of 
mjsteiy; Frederic Gallatin, of the Altnyy sends us his Charts and 
Maps used while flying our flag off" the North Cape and at St Peters- 
burgh, and Philip Schuyler adds more valuable pamphlets pertaining 
to Early Yachting. 

Our Committee chronicles their deeds, catalogues their books, 
papers and charts and says to our other members : "Go thou and do 
likewise," 

YACHTING. 

In this branch of the Library the usual annual and serial publica- 
tions have been kept up and bound, and their contents carried to our 
Index. 

PHOTOGRAPHS OF YACHTS. 

This collection, with names, dimensions and dates of launching 
(American and English in separate volumes), has been brought down 
to the end of 1897. There are about i, 100 indexed photographs of 
yachts, and 18 Albums of Photographs. 

NAVAL. 

All the reports of the Office of Naval Intelligence of the United 
States have, after a successful search for earlier volumes, been com- 
pleted and bound. The Proceedings of the United States Naval In- 
stitute and the United Service Institution are in a fair way of being 
completed. Back numbers of the publications of both of these so- 
cieties will be gratefully received. An almost complete collection of 
Captain Mahan's naval works has been made, and his fugitive articles 
in magazines indexed in our catalogue. Roosevelt's Naval War of 
181 2, Spear's History of Our Navy, Connor's Home Squadron in the 
Mexican War, Schroeder's Fall of Maximilian's Empire, the Lectures 
of the Naval War College; two works, by Chaplain Colton, detailing 
the part borne by our Navy in the acquisition of California; the Miii" 
Uuy and Naval Magazine, Hunt's War of 1812, are among the access- 
ions to the American Navy List. Southey's Early History of the British 
Navy, the Field of Mars, an alphabetical arrangement of Battles by 
Land and Sea; Sir Howard Douglas' work on the Changes in War 
as Effected by Steam, Wilson's Iron-Clads in Action, Wood's Cruise 
of the Reserve Squadron, Mahan's Life of Nelson, Brassey's Annual, 
with other usual and annual issues, complete our accessions of Brit- 
ish Naval Works. Brassey's Annual and our own Naval Intelligence 
Reports give a fair review of the Naval Progress of the World for 
1896-97. Attention has also been given to adding to our Naval Cata- 
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logne references to Biographies of American and French Naval Com- 
manders, as they are found to occur in scattered works and maga- 
zines. 

The Committee, in this connection, desires to express its thanks 
to Lieutenant-Commander J. D. J. Kelley, who has given much valu- 
able assistance as our Naval attach^. He was appointed by the 
Commodore, vice Lieutenant Nickels, ordered to sea. 

FICTION AND SEA TALES. 

Some few books in this branch have been added — mostly well- 
known works, which might be termed " classics" of sea fiction. As 
the more utilitarian branches of the library are pretty well filled up, it 
is hoped our successors will begin to enlarge this collection. 

SHIP-BUILDING, MECHANICS AND 

ENGINEERING. 

The notable acquisitions in this branch are Stephen's Addenda to 
Kunhardt's Small Yachts, Neilson's, Dixon Kemp's and Davis' work 
on Practical Boat Building and Sailing, Griffith's Marine and Naval 
Architecture and American and English Rules and Regulations for 
Building Ships. The Portuguese and Spanish Laws relative to Naviga- 
tion and Shipping have also been added, and the usual and Annual 
Reports of the Commissioner of Navigation tell of American ship- 
building for the past year. 

NAVIGATION, SEAMANSHIP AND CHARTS. 

But few works, except earlier editions, and those by gift, have 
been added to our collection on Seamanship and Navigation. Last 
year this branch was largely increased. Many new charts have been 
added. The chart table drawers have been thoroughly overhauled, the 
latest charts issued obtained and a revised index of the location of the 
charts has been made by our faithful Superintendent, Mr. Olsen. Many 
foreign, as well as home, charts, have been added, so it may be safely said 
an outline of a cruise around the world can be made up on our chart 
tables, besides much in the Baltic and Mediterranean. The chart, of 
the Coast Survey, showing the Alaskan Coast, the Aleutian Islands 
and the H. O. Charts of Samoa and Hawaii, are all notable and timely 
additions. Quite a number of valuable atlases most useful to the 
student of history and the traveler have also been added to our collec- 
tion. Two of the latter are very rare.

COMMITTEE, 1898-99. 



To the Piag OtHcen and Memben of the New York Yacht Club : 

The Library Committee presents the following Report of 
its proceedings for the year ending February 9, 1899. 

There are in the I^ibrary, not counting miscellaneous 
works which ar^ not nautical, about 2,965 bound volumes; 233 
hydrographic charts and almost 100 different collections of maps 
and atlases. This does not include accessions since the pre- 
paration of this report. Also over 100 pamphlets, all of them 
carried on the Catalogue, and as collections increase they 
will be bound. Our Books have been indexed so that they 
may be found on the shelves by reference to authors' names 
and subjects, and a card Catalogue is in preparation. 

The collection is insured for $10,000, a part of the risk 
attaching to material at the binders. 

We were allowed by the Club for our expenditures this 
year $1,725, all of which has been expended. 

ACCESSIONS. 

There have been added during the last year 515 volumes. 

Literary and pictorial memorials of the deeds of our mem- 
bers and the converted yachts from our squadron which took 
part in the late war are beginning to come into our collection. 

The former flagship Corsair in her old, as well as present 
gunboat form as the Gloucester ^ adorns our walls. Her log, 
showing her services under the gallant Wainwright, forms 
part of our book accessions. 

The Almyy converted into the gunboat Eagle^ a series of 
pictures of her officers and crew, and a neatly bound log of 
her services, is another reminiscence of the war, telling the 
story that the first gtm fired in anger was from the deck of a 
former yacht of the N. Y. Y. Club. 

A paper weight, being a piece of the submarine cable at 
Cienfuegos, adorns the Library table, a memento of the gal- 



lant boat crews of the Marblehead who cut it. Its donor was 
her executive, Lieutenant Commander John A. H. Nickels » 
who has added another instance of his interest in our Library 
Committee, on which he so lately served, as Associate Naval 
member. 

Members in future years will turn with pride to our Club 
Book for 1898, which tells the story that twenty-one vessels 
of our squadron proved that modem yachts can be success- 
fully converted into auxiliary vessels of war. 

The report of the Secretary of the Navy and the Navy 
Register show that former flag officers, and other members of 
our Club, can do useful work as volunteer officers of the 
United States Navy, while the muster rolls of the Yankee^ 
and other war vessels shown in the reports of the Naval 
Reserve, contain the names of many younger men whose first 
love for a naval billet, be it ever so humble, was fostered on 
board the small yachts. 

J. Harvey Ladew sends us his collection of views taken by 
him in the West Indies, South America and Florida, during a 
cruise in the Columbia in 1896 ; and has promised to try to 
get us a picture of the Columbia in her form as the gunboat 
Wasp. 

Paul E. Stevenson supplements his last year's book in 
''By Way of Cape Homr 

Dr. B. L. H. McGinnis tells the " Yarn of the Yampa^' a 
cruise in the summer of 1897, and her subsequent sale to the 
German Emperor. 

A. C. James sends us an account in Mabel Loomis Todd's 
Corona and Coronet of a yacht belonging to the squadron, 
carrying a scientific expedition to Japan to observe the eclipse 
of the Sun. 

Hugh Willoughby supplements his blue print of last 
year with an account of his canoe voyage in Florida, ''Across 
the Everglades'* 

YACHTING. 

In the collection devoted to this subject Outing has been 
completed, and various numbers added to the Yachtsfnan^ 
besides the usual annual publications of yacht registers, 
yachting and other sporting periodicals. 

The Scrap Book has reached its 31st volume. 
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PHOTOGRAPH& 

One new volume of Yachts Launched in America in 1898 
and another volume of Yachts Launched in England in 1898 
have been added. Photographs of United States naval vessels, 
chronologically arranged, have been placed in volumes num- 
bered I to 6 J beginning with the historic frigate Constitutum^ and 
including all obtainable pictures. We also include the auxil- 
liary vessels utilized in the late war with Spain. All of the 
above may be readily f oimd by consulting the Photographic 
Index. 

SHIP-BUILDING, STEAM MECHANICS AND 

ENGINEERING. 

Chamock*s History of Naval Architecture, a very rare 
work, was fortunately obtained by one of our members ; 
Engineerings 65 volumes, complete to date, a most valuable 
British serial, handsomely botmd, has been purchased on most 
advantagous terms; the quarterly publication of the American 
Society of Naval Engineers has been completed from Volume 
I to date. 

The Committee have also subscribed for Marine Engineer- 
ingf a monthly published in this city, which the Committee 
binds. It has now attained its third year. Back numbers 
have been procured and botmd. Bedford's Pocket-Book, 
referred to in List of Donations, is also a valuable accession. 

NAVIGATION AND SEAMANSHIP. 

The collection of charts, relating to our conquests in the 
West Indies and Pacific, have been placed in the chart table 
drawers and duly indexed, and the customary aids to naviga- 
tion, weather reports, etc., displayed and filed. 

SPORTS AND PASTIMES. 

The Encyclopedia of Sports has been completed by the 
purchase of the second volume, L to Z. The Badminton 
Magazine is also bound up to date. 

SEA TALES AND FICTION. 

Extensive purchases and additions have been made in this 
branch of the Library, which will be found in lists of pur- 



chases and under the names of the various donors as they 
appear at the end of this Report. 

NAVAL WORKS. 

Many of our acquisitions in this branch are mentioned in 
our List of Donors under the name of the Secretary of the 
Navy and his subordinates. In addition to those United 
States Government works procured from the Department, 
Hamersley's List of Living Officers of the United States Navy 
and Marine Corps for 1898, and some missing back numbers, 
have been procured by purchase. The collection of Naval 
Professional Papers are complete, with the exception of Nos. 
4, 5, 7 and 9. Members are requested to assist the Committee 
in finishing this collection. 

The Proceedings of the United States Naval Institute have 
been completed. This collection began in 1874. The war 
cruise of the U. S, S. Indiana in 1898, the services of the 
Gloucester and Eagle^ already referred to, are elsewhere men- 
tioned and Navy Regulations, 1818, 1865, 1870, 1876, 1896, ac- 
quired by purchase. We still lack 1832, 1841, 1838 and 185 1. 

Brassefs Annual has been completed for each year from 
its inception in 1886.

The Library Committee elected to serve the New York Yacht 
Club for the year 1905 presents to the Club the following report 
on the condition of the Library and work of the Committee : 

The Library contains 4,635 volumes, an increase of 148 over 
the number on the shelves at the close of 1904. This increase, 
while not very great, includes a number of important accessions. 
The majority are donations from members of the Club, a factor 
to which the success of the Library has always been largely due. 
The interest taken in the collection by appreciative members and 
the liberality by which such interest was manifested have made 
the Library what it is. 

The work of the Committee in the past year has been enough 
to lay the foundation for more work during the year 1906. The 
collection of charts has received attention. When requisite the 
maps were reclassified and redistributed. In the process many 
torn and damaged maps were found. These were repaired and 
the number so treated was quite large. The paper of some 
charts was thin and easily torn. A number of such have been 
mounted upon muslin so as to be indestructible. Cards in wooden 
frames have been provided for the drawers, so that on opening 
a drawer the list of maps contained therein is seen. 

The books contained in the glass cases have been dusted. 
Notwithstanding the fact that the books are thus enclosed a 
quantity of dust acctunulates and an annual cleaning is im- 
perative. 

To exhibit recent accessions a glass case has been provided 

m 

and placed upon the wall. The new books are kept in this case 
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for some time before going upon the sheK'es. This enables 
members to see what is being done in the way of increasing the 
collection. It is the belief of the Committee that it has pi 
an interesting feature of the Library. 

With the Report of the Committee of 1904, a Bulletin 
the new Committee was forwarded to each member. It was 
hoped that this Bulletin might be the precursor of others. Tliis 
hope was not realized. There is material in the collection for a 
series of interesting monographs. 

A very extensive repairing, labeling and binding of the books 
has been contracted for; work will be commenced upon this at 
once and it will be completed in the early part of the year. This 
will greatly improve the appearance of the collection. Although 
these repairs and binding are to be executed tn 1906, they ate 
really the work of the 1905 Committee, 

The amount of insurance carried upon books at the binders 
has been reduced because it was largely in excess of the require- 
ments. It will be increased when oecessaty. So many boc^ 
are irreplaceable that no insurance would cover their loss. 

As a rather small quantity of books will require binding 
after the lot now under contract is disposed of, the Committee 
has felt that good binding in good material should be the rule, 
so that the collection will constantly improve in appearance and 
quality. 

Far too few books have been purchased in the term of this 
Committee. For the good of the Library it is to be hoped that 
purchases may be more frequent in the future. 

The collection of yacht photographs has been added to, and 
they are being pasted in the albums. They form one of the 
most interesting features of the Library and no effort should 
be spared to maintain the collection at a high standard. One of 
the members of the club, now in Europe, is interesting himself 
in adding to the English yacht photographs. 

From the Mercantile and Book-Lover's libraries we get 
twenty books (on subscription), which are renewed from time 
to time. 
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The Committee will be glad to procure any work in either 
of these libraries upon the request of a member of the Club. 

Lists of books given by members and others, a list of books 
purchased, and a list of books and periodicals desired by the 
Committee are appended to this report. 

In conclusion the Committee have to return thanks to the 
members of preceding Committees who have by their counsel 
and advice greatly helped the new members in their work. The 
rule they have tried to follow has been this : to keep up the work 
of the Library to the old standard, dropping none of the features 
developed so successfully in the past.

BULLETIN— I. 

CLASSIFICATION OF THE BOOKS. 

The classification of the books of the Library is now in prog- 
ress. The object is to make the books more easily found by 
readers than they have hitherto been. Originally when the col-^ 
lection was small the simple classification of subjects which ap- 
pears on the outside woodwork of the cases was enough for all 
requirements. But the collection has long outgrowTi this simple 
division and a more elaborate one is being carried out. The 
scope can be seen on inspection of the shelves, as each class of 
book is being provided with a shelf label. It will at once be 
evident that the card catalogue has to be extensively changed in 
carrying out this work. A considerable delay and some confu- 
sion will be unavoidable during the operation, but it is believed 
that when all is done a great improvement will have been effected. 

The following are examples of the divisions adopted. The 
division has been carried out without any direct reference to the 
Dewey system, and it remains to be seen whether the books will 
not eventually be brought under the decimal classification. 

Yacht Sailing and Equipment — The America's Cup— Yacht 
Cruising — ^Yacht Cruises (by locality, as Baltic, Pacific, etc.) — 
Single-handed Cruising — Songs and Poetry of the Sea — Light 
Houses and Life Saving — Voyages (miscellaneous) — Early 
American Voyages (Columbus, etc.) — Voyages (by locality, as 
Pacific, Atlantic, etc.) — Fiction — Life at Sea — Wrecks and Dis- 
asters — Piracy and Smuggling — Slave Trade — Mutinies — ^Whal- 
ing and Fishing — Navigation — Astronomy — Seamanship. 

The titles given above cover about one third of the books and 
the division is believed to be as elaborate as is needed for present 
requirements. Any number of subdivisions can be intercalated 
as the need for further subdivision may arise. The entire col- 
lection will be eventually classified on the lines thus indicated. 



Partly by purchase and partly by the generosity of members 
the collection is constantly increasing. The aspect of unrest that 
this very desirable condition brings about tends to make the clas- 
sification more difficult. Provision has also to be made for this 
increase. No shelf as a rule may be more than three quarters 
filled. This is necessary to provide for the disposal of new books. 
Each class has to go in its own place. 

SCRAP BOOKS. 

The Club has now a collection of scrap books which is of the 
greatest interest. They cover the history of yachting for about 
half a century, as well as of other maritime affairs. Special cases 
have been assigned them. Tliere remains one thing to be done to 
give them their full measure of usefulness — this is the indexing 
of them all. But the Committee has found its time so much 
occupied with other work, that they have been forced to neglect 
or rather to postpone to some future time the accomplishment of 
this most interesting task. 

THE CHART CASES. 
There is much to be done among the charts to maintain the 
collection in order. A general indexing of the charts is in om- 
templation, and possibly an indexing of localities with reference 
in each case to the chart by name, number and drawer on which 
each place may be found. For the present, it is believed that the 
lists now in the drawers supply all ordinary needs. Many of the 
charts have been mounted on muslin. This seemed to be the only 
way to make the more fragile ones available for consultation. 
Sometimes the paper is so thin that the chart tears every time it 
is used. It is also found to be the case that no chart is so pleasant 
to work with as a mounted one. 

BINDING AHD LABELLING. 

The extensive contract for binding and labelling made by the 
Committee of 1905 is approaching completion. The Library has 
been greatly improved by this work, which is only the first install- 
ment of this much needed improvement. Soon all the books 
whose names are illegible will have new labels, and additional 
ones will be added where the subjects require it. All the books 
in need of binding will be taken care of during this year. 



ACCESSIONS. 

Efforts have been made to obtain books on certain subjects, 
such as the Mutiny of the Bounty, Wrecks and Disasters and 
others. In addition to its features of general interest the Library 
has thus acquired a specialization which adds greatly to its dis- 
tinctive character and value. This feature is an inheritance from 
former times ; the Library has long been specialized. 

The reader of this report knows how anxious the Committee 
is to have accessions tendered to the Library. Members who 
have any book which seems available can, by addressing the Com- 
mittee, ascertain whether it is of value for the collection. It is 
hoped that a wider interest in the collection will be manifested 
than ever. It is only the generosity of the members of the Club 
which has made the Library what it is. A continuance and even 
increase of that interest is hoped for.

The work done in the Library during the past year may con- 
veniently be described under a few headings. In general it may be 
stated that while a great deal was accomplished, much remains to 
be done. It is believed however that the effect of the operations 
of the past year will to some extent facilitate the future manage- 
ment of the Library. 

The work may now be described under headings as suggested. 

PiNANCiAi,. — The financial report, given elsewhere, shows that 
the Committee kept within its appropriation. The items of expen- 
diture indicate the scope of the work, binding, purchase of books 
and other things done. No effort was made to attain economy at 
the expense of quality. Their desire was to leave the Library 
better than they had found it. They believe that those most 
familiar with it, realize that the past year has been one of progress. 

Ci^ASSiPiCATiON. — The original classification of the books was 
perfectly adequate and satisfactory in the early days of the Library, 
before it had attained its present size. But partly by purchase and 
very largely by the great generosity of members, the collection has 
so increased in size that it has outgrown the simple system of 10 
divisions, as painted upon the book-stacks. The Committee, after 
much consideration and experimental arrangements, finally divided 
the books by the following classification :

Shblf-Labkls.— To make the classtficatioii really useful, it 
appeared evident that shelf-labels should be the successors of the 
stack-labels. Temporary tin label-holders with written labels were 
tried and met with approval. It was found that they were a great 
help in the Library work, as well as to members using the books. 
Accordingly it was decided to make this shelf-labeling a permanent 
feature, and polished brass label-holders were substituted for the 
tin ones. 

Printed Labels. — Labels were printed to be placed in the 
holders just spoken of. They were printed on tinted paper to 
harmonize with the color of the wood of the shelves and stacks. 
Additional blank labels are provided in case additional designations 
are required. It might not seem worth while to print a few labels 
only. Accordingly, rubber type in the possession of the Committee, 
which type match the type of the printed labels, can be used for 
the preparation of additional labels, which will almost exactly 
compare with the printed ones. 

After the classification of the books had been carried out to its 
present state, the services of a professional librarian from Columbia 
University were provisionally secured to perfect it. By unavoidable 
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circumstances the Committee were prevented from wholly carrying 
out this arrangement. 

Card CATAix>Gn8. — The classification of the collection was 
completed in December. This leaves the card catalogue to be 
adjusted to the new order of distribution. But the classification is 
so complete as to replace to a considerable extent the card catalogue. 

r 

Arrangbmknt op Books on thb Shblvbs. — ^Two things have 
been kept in mind in arranging the books under the new classifica- 
tion. One was not to have the books crowded on the shelves. 
Crowded shelves not only make the removal of books from the 
shelves difficult, but increase the wearing out of the bindings. The 
other thing was to leave room for accessions in each class. The 
arrangement provides spaces on the shelves ready to receive such 
accessions, without disturbing the other books. 

Accessions — ^The accessions have been 284 in number. Among 
the gifts the Committee calls special attention to the New Interna- 
tional Encyclopedia. This is a most important addition to the 
reference shelves. 

Some attention has been given to increasing the class of books 
descriptive of what may be called "yatching ports/' especially 
those along the New Bngland coast. The nucleus of a collection is 
there ; enough to suggest an interesting field to be worked up. 

A most valuable and interesting accession is the Watch Quarter 
and Station Bill of the U. S. Line of Battleship *' North Carolina." 
This is a large manuscript voltmie, giving the full list of the officers 
and crew, with the station of every man. It was the Flagship of 
Commodore John Rodgers, commander-in-chief of the U. S. Naval 
Force in the Mediterranean in 1825. It is the gift of Rear- Admiral 
Fred. Rodgers, the commodore's grandson. 

The Ocean Yacht Race of 1905 is represented by Logs of the 
Fleur-de-Lys, Atlantic, Sunbeam and Valhalla. The Log of the 
Ailsa is now in preparation and will soon be added to the collection. 
A German book, "Die Wettfahrt urn der Ocean- Pokal," (The 
Ocean Cup Race) gives an account with charts of the trip of each 
contestant. It is a most valuable summary of the contests, with 
notes on former ocean racing of 1866, 1870 and 1887. 
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Binding. — The finaacial report will sliow that extensive biodiug 
aud rt-pair.i were executed during the past year. Ii wa.-i done by- 
contract. The list of books to be repaired or leLcumd was made 
out after a special inspection and examination of the collection. 
The binding done by this year's Committee, following upon that 
accomplished by the Committee of the preceding year, leaves the 
books in good condition. 

Book -Labeling. — The last of the temporary paper labels have 
been replaced by permanent ones. This apparently minor improve- 
ment has had the effect of greatly improving the looks of the col- 
lection. It has also been the desire of the Committee to have every 
book labeled upon its back, labels upon the sides of books not 
being visible when the books are on the shelves. In some cases the 
label has been pasted upon the back : in other cases the title has 
been impressed directly upon the cover. All this work was done in 
a city bindery, and in the best possible style. Many books were 
originally incompletely labeled. This was notably the case with 
the Hakluyt collection. In such instances the deficiencies of the 
inscriptions were supplemented by the addition of the requisite 
numbers and titles. 

Book-Boxes. — For a number of the taller books the Committee 
has provided boxes, similar to those used by the Booklovers' Library. 
These enable the hook to be placed upon its front edge on the shelf. 
The result is that shelves can be placed closer together, which eifects 
a considerable economy in shelf room. More shelves can be placed 
iu the stacks than would be otherwise possible. It facilitates the 
placing of tall books in their proper places. The boxes are made 
to imitate on one end the rounded back of a book, and are regularly 
labeled with the name of the book they are made for. Ou 
the shelves they are indistinguishable from a book without a 
box. 

Photographs. — The collection of yacht photographs has been 
largely added to, mostly by purchase. A number of other nautical 
photographs have been purchased also. It would be interesting to 
acquire more photographs of typical vessels, such as those of the 
Piscataqua " Gundolo" and pole-masted Knockabout fishing smack. 
now in the collection. 
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Chart- Mounting. — The mounting of charts on muslin, 
when rendered advisable by the thinness of the paper, has been 
done in many instances. Some folding plates in books have also 
been thus mounted. This work has been done in the Library, the 
Committee using a method which has been found to give the most 
satisfactory results ; one which secures absolutely flat mounts.
